Be it well known, that the germs 


of contagious disease are practically 
always and ever present; 
A large 


proportion of all of them are now 
known to secuie their entrance in- 
to the body througS the nose, mouth 
and throat. Take, for instance, the 
following common diseases, all of 
which are in a large proportion, if 
not in all cases, spread directly or in- 
directly from mouth to mouth: scar- 
let fever, diphtheria, influenza, com- 
mon colds, whooping cough, mumps 
and tuberculosis. 


Nurses and physicians can be with 
cases of this nature for prolonged 
periods with almost no danger of 
contracting or carrying disease, of all 
of the protectives employed by them, 
probably the thoro washing of their 
hands, and possible rinsing in alco- 
hol, is far and away the most valu- 
able. Even the wearing of caps and 
gowns in the sick room is most im- 
portant in keeping the clothes clean 
and thus reducing the liability of 
again unconsciously soiling the hands 


If you will take account for an hour 
or so of the number of time that you, 
or some other person unconscious of 
your observation, takes the chance 
of carrying infection to his mouth, 
you will be convinced that frequent 
hand washing is most important for 
the individual who does not wish to 
"eat dirt." After this, take account 
of the number and varieties of ways 
that one's hands may be soiled by the 
most disgusting forms of filth. 


To illustrate a. very simple and nat- 


ural manner in which, disease germs 
may be given off and taken on, al- 
most as directly as though one per- 
son sp t in another's face, consider 
the following episode. 
A man with 


cold sneezes, politely putting his 
hand before his face. 
He turns the 


knob of a door and passes thru. Im- 
mediately the victim turns the knob 
and goes thru the same door, takes a 
cigar out of his pocket, pinches the 
end off between his spitsoiled fingers 
and puts the cigar In his mouth. Three 
days or so later he speculates on 
"where in the world that draught 
struck him."

In a letter to an English newspaper, 
telis of the kind of delicacies that the 
British Indian troops at the front par- 
ticularly enjoy. The principal things 
are ghee, areca nut, betel and Indian 
tobacco. 


To English readers, says the Man- 


chester Guardian, ghee will be the 
most mysterious of these .•ommodl- 
ties. It is a kind of clarified butter, 
made from 
curdled milk—in India 


usually 
from 
buffalo 
milk. 
The 


curdled milk Is churned into butter; 
then the butter stands for a few days 
until it begins to turn rancid 
Then 


It Is boiled, and seasoned with dhye— 
•whatever that is—salt or the leaf of 
the betel, which is a kind of pepper 
plant. 
Indians like it, but Europeans 


seldom do, because it Is so "ripe" thr.t 
It is virtually rancid. 


As most p-iple know, the Hindus 


use the areca nut as a kind of chew- 
Ing gum. 
They chew it with betel 


leaf and a little shell lime. The nut 
is astringent and bitter, but it does 
not seem to have any particular effect 
on the user 
The betel leaf adds a 


peppery flavor to the combination

As the sun came up over Paris, one 


of the first things to emerge from the 
blue-gray mist was the gilded dome 
of the Hotel des Invalldes. Not even

Defaming a neighbor at the expense 


of the truth does not help those who are 
guilty of the practice, and It may be 
said that those spreading false re- 
ports about Canadian lands, ill the 
hope that they may secure customers 
for their own, will certainly fail of 
their purpose. False statements so 
maliciously circulated will sooner or 
later be disproved. 
And, as in the 


case of the lands of Western Canada, 
the fertility of which is now so well 
known to people of every state in the 
United States, the folly of this work 
shows an exceeding short slghted- 
ness on the part of those guilty of the 
practice. 


The present war has given some of 


these people the opportunity to exer- 
cise their art, but in doing it they are 
only arousing the curlobity of thoso 
who read the statements and a trilling 
investigation will only reveal their un- 
truthfulness. 


A very foolish statement has re- 


cently appeared In a number of pa- 
pers, reading in part as follows;—

tion has been received that the tax 
will amount to about $600 for each 
farm of 160 acres, which in the case 
of many of the former residents of the 
two Dakotas would practically amount 
to confiscation." 


To show that the public has doubt- 


ed, hundreds of inouiries have been 
made the Government at 
Ottawa, 


Canada, only to bring out the most em- 
phatic denial. A full-fledged lie of this 
kind has, of course, only a short life, 
and will tell in the end against those 
who forge It and spread It, but, as a 
Winnipeg paper points out, it is most 
complimentary to the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of Western Canada to find 
that rival farming propositions need 
audacious mendacity of this descrip- 
tion to help them.'

ed, hundreds of inquiries have been 
made the 
Government at 
Ottawa, 


Canada, only to bring out tho most em- 
phatic denial. A full-fledged lie of this 
kind has, of course, only a short life, 
and will tell in the end against those 
who forge It and spread It, but, as a 
Winnipeg paper points out, it is most 
complimentary to the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of Western Canada to find 
that rival farming propositions need 
audacious mendacity of this descrip- 
tion to help them.

fund and the teachers' insurance and 
retirement fund. 


In his letter to the attorney general 


Mr. Johnson says that he is not promp- 
ted by any opposition to the laws cre- 
ating these funds, but that his request 
is made with a view to securing a 
final determination so that the state 
may not be humiliated In the future 
by finding Itself again in the situation 
which has resulted from the decision 
in the forestry case. 


Whether the state may engage in 


the business of insuring the lives of its 
citizens; whether it may engage in in- 
suring property outside its own against 
fire; and whether it may appropriate 
common school funds to bo used in the 
payment of private persons for private 
purposes, are the questions which 
State Treasurer Johnson raises. 


Under the life Insurance act the 


state recently became liable when Dr 
George Keenan died, as he held a pol- 
icy of $1,000 in the state fund 
This 


claim against the state has not been 
paid, and it may be made the subject 
of a suit to test the validity of the law 
although nothing to this effect lias 
been given out 


As to the matter of the fire insur- 


ance tund, it is pointed out that while 
the original law was only lor the pur- 
pose of creating a fund for emergency 
in case of loss of state property by 
fire, it has since been enlarged so that 
the state now is engaged in the busi- 
ness of insuring the property of coun- 
ties and municipalities. Whether the 
commonwealth may properly do this 
under sanction of the fundamental law 
is the question Mr. Johnson would 
have determined. 


In the matter of the teachers' insur- 


ance and retirement fund it is pointed 
out that some $66,000 annually is taken 
from the funds arising from the mill 
tax, raised for the common schools, 
and Is credited to this fund. Mr. John- 
son wants to know if this may proper- 
ly be done and urges that now is the 
time to find out. 


State Label on Dairy Products. 
The first steps for creating a stand- 


ard for Wisconsin dairy products are 
provided for in a bill by Assemblyman 
McKowan. The bill provides for the 
rigid 
standardization 
of 
factories 


which desire to use a proposed state 
label upon products. This label will 
be known as the Wisconsin state 
brand. Such brands, as guarantees of 
purity and weight, are in use in a 
number of European countries. 


The bill provides for the creation of 


a control body, to be composed of the 
dairy and food commissioner, the pres- 
ident of the state board of agriculture, 
the head of the dairy division of the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
one 


member chosen by the executive com- 
mittees of the Wisconsin Dairymen's 
association, 
the Wisconsin Cheese- 


makers' association, the Wisconsin 
Butter Makers' association and the So- 
ciety ot Equity. 
The dairy and food 


commissioner will be chairman. 


This control committee will estab- 


lish the standard for butter and cheese, 
using as a basis cleanfeess, purity 
and conditions of manufacture. It will 
also establish the scoring standard, to 
be used to determine whether a fac- 
tory is entitled to use the state brand. 
A dairy or cheese factory will have the 
right to make application to be scored, 
so that the use of the brand may be 
granted for its products. 
The dairy 


and food commissioner is given au- 
thority to require applicants to file a 
bond with him to maintain the stand- 
ard of product the committee requires 
as a condition, and a fee based on the 
output is also collected. The commis- 
sioner is permitted to collect such in- 
formation as is necessary to adminis- 
ter the law. Money received for fees 
or from bond forfeitures will' he used 
to make known to the public the ex- 
istence of the Wisconsin state brand, 
and the conditions under which it is 
used.

after long hearings, several bills were 
drafted when the legislature met it 
Is now. At that time hearings were 
held and as new things were shown 
to be desirable or others to be doubt- 
tul a new bill was dratted until In 
the end a workable plan that has 
stood the test of operation was made. 


Something similar will be done at 


this time. 
The far-reaching efforts 


of such a bill as the governor hopes 
to secure are Just beginning to be 
realized. 
This in turn has brought 


about a different feeling in regard to 
the plan. 
There is much less fac- 


tional opposition and a greater desire 
to work together to get something 
that will add to the glory ot Wiscon- 
sin and attract, as it will, the atten- 
tion ot the educators of the country. 


Consider Several Bills. 


A subcommittee of the assembly 


committee on education, which has 
the bill In hand, will, during the fas- 
ter vacation, draft a new hill which 
will be presented to the committee 
when tho legislature again convenes 
President Van Hiso is also drafting 
a bill which he will present to tho 
committee 
These measures will be 


considered and it is possible they 
will be taken up in hearings which 
will be more in the nature ot a gen- 
eral discussion of the round table 
fashion than formal hearings. 


It is again possible, after such con-

the hoard. If this can not be done, 
it was further admitted, the plan of 
a paid board would be better. This 
question will be one to be thrashed 
out in the later conferences.

FOURIER'S THE BETTER IDEA 


His Philosophy Infinitely Preferable 


to Hegel's Expressed Ideas of 


the Absolute. 


A 
New 
England 
contemporary, 


which is prone to delve deep Into the 
very essence of things, cannot forego 
indulgence in an excursion into the 
domain of philosophy as it furnishes 
a prelude for war. It recalls how Na- 
poleon's entry in Jena in 1806 dis- 
turbed the German philosopher, Hegel, 


then engaged on his theory of the ab- 
solute. 
He saw the battle and he 


packed up his manuscripts and fled. 
He recognized the Coreican as the 
absolute on horseback. But when SL 
Helena received this absolute Hegel 
returned to Berlin and preached the 
doctrine that the kaiser exemplifies. 
Then arose in Russia the countervail- 
ing idea of pan-Slavism, at first nur- 
tured by the czar himself. 


That is all engaging, but there was 


Charles Fourier, a French socialist 
philosopher, who witnessed the elege 


of Lyons in 1793. He saw quantities 
of rice destroyed, which had been held 
BO long for higher prices that it be- 
came unfit for consumption. Then he 
attacked social problems and devised 
a system of community living. In New 
Jersey today stand the ruins of mills 
and warehouses that recall the Ameri- 
can experiment in Fourierism. 
He 


saw great social transformation If nat- 
ural forces were left free to act. 
Sea 


water would be as palatable as lem- 
onade, the north pole would become 
habitable and man would develop new 


organs, such as an eye in the back of 
his head. Isn't that a philosophy pref- 
erable to Hegel's ideas of the abso- 
lute? 
What misery would be atten- 


dant were one to know all about the 
absolute, to foresee all that was to 
come down the ringing grooves of 
change.—Pittsburgh Post.

FOURIER'S THE BETTER IDEA 


His Philosophy Infinitely Preferable 


to Hegel's Expressed Ideas of 


the Absolute. 


A 
New 
England 
contemporary, 


which is prone to delve deep Into the 
very essence of things, cannot forego 
indulgence in an excursion into the 
domain ot philosophy as it furnishes 
a prelude for war. It recalls how Na- 
poleon's entry in Jena in 1806 dis- 
turbed tho German philosopher, Hegel, 


then engaged on his theory of the ab- 
solute. 
He saw the battle and he 


packed up his manuscripts and fled. 
He recognized the Coraican as the 
absolute on horseback. But when St 
Helena received this absolute Hegel 
returned to Berlin and preached the 
doctrine that the kaiser exemplifies. 
Then arose in Russia the countervail- 
ing idea of pan-Slavism, at first nur- 
tured by the czar himself. 


That is all engaging, but there -was 


Charles Fourier, a French socialist 
philosopher, who witnessed the siege 


of Lyons in 1793. He saw quantities 
of rice destroyed, which had been held 
so long for higher prices that it be- 
came unfit for consumption. Then he 
attacked social problems and devised 
a system of community living. In New 
Jersey today stand the ruins of mills 
and warehouses that recall the Ameri- 
can experiment in Fourierlsm. 
He 


saw great social transformation If nat- 
ural forces were left free to act. Sea 
water would be as palatable; as lem- 
onade, the north pole would become 
habitable and man would develop new 


organs, such as an eye In the back of 
his head. Isn't that a philosophy pref- 
erable to Hegel's ideas of the abso- 
lute? 
What misery -would be atten- 


dant were one to know all about the 
absolute, to foresee all that was to 
come down the ringing grooves of 
change.—Pittsburgh Post.
